Meeting of the Council Committee on Sani- 
tary Affairs to Regulate the Burial of Per- 
sons Dying of Contagious Diseases—Mu- 
nicipal Notes and Gossip. 


The telephone and telegraph companies are 
eourting their destruction by their conduct 
with the City Hall officials. Several Delegates 
called at the House to-day and discussed the 
passage of a bill ordaining that the telegraph 
and telephone companies shall put all wires 
under ground within a certain lemgth of time. 
The conduit bill has been signed in both 
houses and only needs the signature of the 
Mayor to make it a law. As no 
objections have been filed against it, 
it is probable it will be signed by his Honor. 
When the Board of Public Improvements un- 
dertook to direct the location of wires, acting 
under the authority delegated to them by the 
Municipal N the telephone compa- 
nies rebelled. The board had decided to ob- 
struct the sidewalks as little as possible, and 
to this end directed thatthe wires be strung 
onthe same poles. To this end the Bell Tele- 
phone Company ojected on technichal law 
points. The question was taken to the courts 
and a decision was given inthe company’s favor 
on the points relied on. The permits to plant 
poles were then issued tothe company under 
the decision of the court, a responsibilit 
which the members refused to shoulder an 
in reguiar session directed the secretary to 
mark in legible characters across the permit 
the fact tnat the permit was issued in accor- 
dance with, and by the direction of the 
affirmed judgment of the Circuit Court. The 
company took advantage of this state of af- 
fairs and has been putting up poles in the west - 
ern portion of the city ata great rate. There 
have been halt a dozen rows between prop- 
erty-holders and the employes of the tele- 
graph and telephone companies who tres- 
pass on private property in stringing the 
wires. The companies have not wasted the 
opportunity gves them by the court. In 
the Board of blic Improvements a commit- 
tee of three has been appointed to recommend 
the proper course of legislation for the Municl- 

al Assembly in dealing with the companies 

n the House of Delegates feeling is hard 
against them for their conduct in this matter, 
and it is not improbable that a Dill will de in 
troduced to compel the companies to put their 
wires under ground regardless of the ex- 
pense to the stockholders.

It is a well-known fact that no legisla- 
tion whatever was needed to enable them 
to pay those debts, and that they have 
failed to make provision for such payment 
only because they preferred to use the 
money in building thousands of miles of 
new roads freé from any lien on account 
of their Government loan.

to provide for the United States bonds 
loaned to them, and the legislation they 
now ask for is merely a long extension of 
the loan at a lower rate of interest, to en- 


able their owners to go on building new 


branch lines with money that properly 
belongs to the people. As an ‘‘enabling 
act,” thatis all there is in the Pacific Rail- 
road Debt Extension bill which they hope 
to put through Congress this winter with- 
out any investigation of the fraudulent 
management and evasions of law by which 
the operation of the Thurman act has been 
rendered nugatory. 

The lobby had to let the extension bill 
go over last session because Congressmen 
feared to pass it on the eve of an election. 
But now, with a good many members in 
Congress already defeated and inclined to 
make the most of their remaining oppor- 
tunities, and some re-elected ones, ren- 
dered more bold, the lobby is so confident 
of passing the bill that U. P. stock has 
gone up from 45 to 60 since last March, 
although the official reports show that the 
new branches are not paying, and thatthe 
net earnings of the company are over 
$500,000 less than during the previous year. 

To pass the lobby bill under such g- 
cumstances” without ‘any investigation 
would be utterly indefensible; in view of 
the fact that the maturity of the loan is so 
far off as to give plenty of time for a 
thorough investigation.

THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

It sometimes looks as if detection and 
exposure by the newspapers are about the 
worst consequences to be feared in con- 
nection with betrayals of public trust. 
The Timber Land act of June 3, 1878, was 
carried through Congress by a millionaire 
Senater from California professedly to 
keep the valuable redwood timber of that 
State from falling into the hands of great 
speculators and .monopolists. It turned 
out to he their measure, the very scheme 


lands. By openly hiring a multitude of 
perjurers to acquire those lands in 160- 
acre tracts and transfer the same, the 
redwood timber was all gobbled up fora 
song and sold at an immense profit, one 
Scotch syndicate obtaining $10,000,000 
worth of it from the speculators for 
$2,000, 000. 

Even after the whole fraud had been 
exposed by Government agents and con- 
clusive proofs, including the confessions 
of some of the perjured tools, had been on 
file for months in the Land Office, patents 
were issued for 22,000 more acres of the 
stolen land. Yetall indictments against 
them have béen successively quashed, and 
not an acre of the fraudulently obtained 
land has been recovered. The Attorney- 
General is urged by Secretary LaMaR to 
institute more suits and prosecutions, but 
nobody expects anything to come of it. 

The Department of Justice is a terror to 
the poor moonshiners who distill a few 
jugs of apple brandy or ‘‘pine top’’ to 
promote the gaiety of remote mountain 
neighborhoods; and the squatter who 
steals a few loads of timber from Uncle 
Sam has reason to tremble when he is 
dragged into a United States court. But 
when the Attorney-General makes a feint 
of undoing Maxwell land grant frauds, 
or proceeding against land-grabbing cor- 
porations and against men who have ob- 
tained millions of acres by perjury and 
forgery, the whole thing ends in a farce 
of quashed indictments, nolle prosequis 
and endless appeals. The rascals do not 
even find it necessary to skip to Canada, 
like boodle“ aldermen and bank-officer 
rogues. , 


OnE of the worst obstacles to the con- 
viction of boodle Aldermen or others 
prosecuted for conspiracy and fraud is 
the unwillingness of juries to convict any 
man on the testimony of co-conspirators, 
self-confessed criminals.

NAVIGATION SUSPENDED. 


River Craft Seeking Winter Quarters— 
Probability of an Ice Gorge. 


The Board of Marine Underwriters ordered 
the suspension of navigation this morning, in 
consequence of the surface of the river being 
filled with heavy new-made ice. It is the 
opinion of river men that unless a marked 
moderation of the cold takes place the river 
WIIl close before daybreak to-morrow. This 
is probably an extreme view of the case. In 
1882 the ice gorged on the 7th of December 


the earliest closing recorded. At Davenport 
the ice gorged last night, earlier than it has 
closed in forty years with the two exceptions 
of the past two winters. The raftboats have 
been sent te ice harbors, and the saw- mills on 
the river bank have been — in as sale 
condition as possible, The Spread Eagle, City 
of St. Louis, Arkansas City and Belle Memphis 
were ordered into retirement this morning.

THE WILSON-MOEN SCANDAL. 


„Doch Wilson Persists in His Story but 
Facts and Dates are Against Him. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., December 2.— Doc! 
Levi Wilson was seen at the office of his 
counsel, George G. West, this morning. He 
ppeared pale and haggard, as though he had 
passed a sleepless night. The excitement of 
the ast few hours seems to have af- 
fected him greatiy, and he was nervous and 
apparently worn out. Hesaid that now the 
secret was out he felt better than he had since 
he was 17 years of age. If, said he, the 
Wilsons (meaning the people with whom be 
had lived during bis boyhood days) stand by 
me now, 1 shall win my case and triumph over 
Moen.’’ He said his alleged mother lived in 
East Thompson, Conn., and his two sisters, 
Mrs. Downs and Mrs. Young, in Birmingham, 
and Ansonia, Conn. Wilson stated that the 
story as published is true and that Moen’s 
statement is false in nearly every particulur. 

**Moen,’’ Wilson said, ‘‘knows that I am 
his son. He is an admitted perjurer.’’ He 
said he would continue his case in 
the courts to the conclusion, which 
he felt confident would be in his favor. 
Wilson was advised by his physician to go to 
his home, take some quieting potion and de- 
vote the rest of the day to sleep. 

STILL A MYSTERY. 

The secret of the case remains as much of a 
mystery as ever. The dates and ali the evi- 
dence collected to-day contradict the sensa- 
tional story telegraphed from Providence 
last night that ‘‘Doc’’ Wilson is the son of 
Philip Moen. Wilson, by his own state- 
ment and the statement of his friends, 
cannot be more than 31 or 32 years of age. 
Moen was first married in 1846, forty years 
ago, and his first wife died before Wilson was 
born. Those dates alone contradict his story 
completely. Life-long residents of Worcester 
say it is impossible that Moen could be 
any such relation to Wiison. The first Mrs. 
Moen was a lady of very lovely character. She 
wasafirmand upright woman, and neither 
she nor her family would have countenanced 
any such proceedings as are alleged. 

MOEN’S ANTECEDENTS.

The ques- 
nom ot anew basis for the national banks is 
pw being considered and discussed among 
he people and bythe newspapers, and may 
perhaps come up in Congress. It is a most 
importantquestion, but there is no pressing 
need for immediate legislation. xisting 
bunks are supplied with bonds and in 
the aggregate they hold three times the 
amount required by law.

DR. BOYD'S OFFICIAL REPLY.

same. But when for divertissement, or ad- 
vertisoment, to draw a certain class of 
auditors, the ballet was insisted upon,

But ballet is the art 
of ia Ty and bailets are ‘‘dumb come- 
dies. If by ‘‘lyric art’’ be meant the lyrical 


drama, then I deny that the modern ballet 
has alvays been an appropriate and 
harmiess accompaniment’’ of it. On the 


Grecian and Roman stages there were 
„ that represented a mythological 
story. ora scene froma tragedy, by mute 
gestures ;"’ but they were always males and 
accompanied by a chorus, to interpret through 
song their gestures, and they were never em- 
pioyed, as is the modern ballet, for the sie 
purpose of executing “‘steps, leaps, piroueties 
and entrechats The Middie Ages present no 
record of anything approaching the ballet. 
The ballet d'action, which led to the modern 
baliet, 8 generally put by historians fh the 
sixteenth century—the introduction of the 
Italian style of ballet in 1581. If the managers 
ot the American Opera had been a littie better 
acg uainted in the domain of artistic and his- 
torical reason, in which they claim to be 
working, they would not have made such an 
indefensibie claim for the ballet 
But were we to grant that the ballet has al 
ways been an accompaniment of the lyrical 
drama, it would still remain for them to prove 
that it has always been appropriate and 
harmless. This we deny most emphatically. 
The ballet is not appropriate, because it is 
not essential to the artistic rendition of the 
opera, being, in most instances, dragged in by 
sheer force and not helping in any degree its 
interpretation; and in every instance, as far 
as affording a respite tothe artists or audi 
ence, it might well be omitted and its place 
filled by some musical feature of an altogether 
unobjectionabie character. The ballet is not 
**harmices,’’ because, in its ideal, it presents 


not the horridand deterrent aspects of sen- 
suality, but ite most fascinating and at- 
tractive. 


2. Beautiful stage 1 [ballets, I pre- 
sume] are. perhaps, the nearest possible ap- 
prouchto heavenly scenes. To speak thus 
confidently the managers must have been 

like St. Paul, ‘‘cauyght up into the third 
heavens ;’’ but, untike bim, do not hesitate to 
tell what was there seen. They saw a ballet! 
But for the rest of as mortals the only descrip- 
tions of heaven are the writings of Emmanuel 
Swedenborg, who describ: s noscenein heaven 
resembling a ballet. and the Revelation of St. 
John, who distinctly affirms that there is no 
such thing in heaven, for, writes he, ‘‘there

Yesterday the Southern Express Company 
retired from whatis known as the Queen & 
Crescent Route, which extends from Cincin 
nati to Chicago and New Orleans over the Cin- 
cinati Southern and several smail 
allied lines.

Brilliant Vocalization that Aroused the En- 
thusiasm of ‘the Audience—The Sensuous 
Luxury of Sweet Song-A High Note anda 
High Fall that Were Remarkable — An 
Occasional Critics View of the Perform- 
ance—‘‘Galatea” and Bubinstein’s Bal

L’Allemand and Lakme. They are linked 
with twisted bands of golden melody to the 
hearts of music-lovers. They are framed in 
Shining jewels of song. Thev are made for 
each other and together are born of the 
glow of Indian skies, under the shadow of 
the temples, in the shades of the jungles, 
in thé warm simmering atmosphere where 
love is passion and passion the breath of life. 

The Wagner worshippers say that Delibes 
composes melody and melody is weakness. It 
is not real music with an ideal, with a motive, 
with intellectual conception harmoniously de- 
veloped. Well, human nature shares in the 
failing and clings to weaknesses. Men and 
women cannot live on the hard bread of 
philosophy forever. They will turn to their 
pates and salads and wines now and then. 
They want some of the cake and pie of music. 
They want to top off a solid dinner with a 
dainty dessert, It is a weakness like the 
weakness for diamonds and for sealskin 
sacgues. Life wouldn't be worth much with- 
out a few such failings. 

One had just as well de sincere and confess 
to a liking for melody and for the ornaments 
ofmusic. It is possibile to take the substan- 
tials with good grace and perhaps to train a 
palate to want nothing else, but the majority of 
people will always welcome a delicate musical 
lunch such as was spread last night even if it 
isn’t entirely soiid, nor original, nor strong. 

L’ Allemand is not only an artiste, but she 
belongs to that rare epecies—honest artistes. 
She is genuine in her merits and does not con- 
ceal her faulte. Her merits are so brilliant that 


itis not necessary to apologize for her fail- 
‘ase. What she can doissorich in accom- 
— shment that what she cannot do is buried 

a jeweled setting. 

Her Lakme is a work of art. The Indian 
maiden with dusky skin, which is the reflex of 
her impulsive nature, isthe central figure of 
the gorgeous oriental scenes and the passion- 
ate tragedy of the opera. She does not over- 
draw it, but creates a gentie, unsophisticated 
giri, the product of the religion, the climate, 
the half-savage environment, the race of 
India. Naive, impuisive and warm, she 
moves through the events of the sad story in 
song with charm ng grace and ease. 

And her singing! It is indescribable, with 
no bint of the real quality of her voice in her 
lower notes, which are unsatisfactory. As 
soon as she reaches her proper range she 
breaks into ripples of sweet sounds that are 
simply enrapturing. Who can describe a sen- 
sation of delight? To attempt to analyze it 
would be to destroy its charm,to clip the 
soaring wings of music, to dam a trickling 
brook that sings in mellifluous mur- 
murings through pebbled channel and 
moss banks, to tear the illusion from 
a dean. to let in a cold wave 
on a warm, cozy parlor. Nosane person would 
do it. One can only love in the luxury of 
sweet sounds, be caressed by the soft, dainty 
fingzers.of barmonious vibrations, be steeped 
in the intoxicating wine of sensuous melody. 
It is expressed in enraps silence and thrills. 

There are in the clever, pure, bell-like notes 
of L’Allemand’s voic® suggestions of the 
warbling of birds in ee of babbling 
brooks, of leaves rustling to the breath of 
summer zepbyrs,of everything that is tuneful, 
of the niusic that nature composes in its sweet- 
est moods and phases. 

This may be rhapsod at it follows upon an 
attempt to describe Allemand's vocaliza- 
tion. Itis necessary to rhapsodize to be in 
sympathy with the audience. Everyone was 
in thishumor. You could see it in the faces, 
the eager expressions, the breathless silence 
soe bursts of applause. The air was full 
of it. 

There is no claptrap in her 
brilliant effects. Every note is sounded 
clearly and sweetiy without strain. Her 
stuccato notes are like taps of a bell, her runs 
and trills are marvellousiy executed. her 
echoes are true, and while delicate and light 
were 80 full of tane as to be heard in every 
part of the hall. In this field of accomplish- 
ment she is equal to Gerster, and her person- 
ality is more pleasing.

There was not a 
fault; nota weak or unsatisfacto note; it 
was à pure gem of song.

She does her work easily, and 
an unconscious, unaffected way 
of doing big things, She aidn’t 
shriek out a warning of her purpose and rush 
franticaliy up the steps of the temple when 
she made her fall, but walked quietly up and 
dropped back and bumped down until her 
bead struck the floor and her feet rested on 
the top step. Those who were not looking for 
it missed it, but it was neatly done. Her 
whole performance was a triumph for the little 
artiste. 

The opera was produced in even more gor- 
geous style than last season. The scenery 
was charactertistic and superb, and the cos- 
tumes were rich and striking, making a splen- 
did mise-en- scene. The orchestration was 
softened to the melodious character of the 
music and was less dominant than usual. 

The best of the cast outside of L’ Allemand ' 
were Alonzo Stoddard, who took the part of 
Niiakantha, and Jessie Bartlett Davis who 
was the Mailika. Mr. Stoddard’s Priest was 
admirably sung, and while it was not 
as dramatically strong as it might have been, 
it was nevertheless adMirably sung. Miss 
Davis bada small t which was cleverly 
bandied.

An Occasional Critics View. 


To form so beautiful and pathetic a story 
into a successful opera is a task that few com- 
posers could have carried out so completely 
as Leo Delibes. His thorough knowledge of 
instrumentation stood him in good stead and 
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genius first found an opening in the garden 
scene witn Gerald, when she first becomes 
aware of his presence. So dramatic was her 
representation of her part that the audience 
was fairly carried — and expressed tbeir 
approbation in enthusiastic applause. Her 
great triamph came in the imitation of 


the bells, rendered with an accuracy 
and execution which might almost be 
said to rival Patti. In the death 


scene her powers were taxed to the utmost. 
Her despair was terribly real; and as she 
gradually wound up to the climax she carried 
with her the almost breathiess sympathy of 
the audience. Unfortunately, however. she 
stood almost alone. The only member ofthe 
company who could be said to 2 her at 
ail being Mr. Stoddard as Nilakantba. Charles 
Bassett s Gerald was poor, to speak mildiv. 
Not only did he lack strength and purity of 
voice, but his representation was at 
times so weak as to mar the love 
scenes with Lakme. His bigh notes were 
strained and evidently beyond his powers 
of execution, thus spoiling some 
of the most plaintive melodies. At times, 
however, he came out with a burst of passion 
that to somejextent redeemed his previous fall. 
ures. The minor parts were fairly represented 
by Miss yy as Ellen, Miss Ritchie as Rose 
and Miss Phillips as Mrs. Benson. The ballet 
was good in every respect, the dresses exqui- 
site, and the dancing superb; the whole, in 
spite of minor defects, forming a very fair 
representation of Delibes’ beautiful opera.
